The only obstacle to the selection of 
Judge Parker is the possible opposi­ 
tion of Bryan. 
Bryan’s friends on the 
national committee express the belief 
that he will not raise any objection to 
the naming of Parker, but they add 
that they are not speaking with au­ 
thority. 
In fact, the funny thing about 
the situation is that member* of the 
committee on arrangements have not 
been able to get any definite informa­ 
tion as to Bryan’s attitude on this 
question. 
They apparently have hesi­ 
tated to approach the sage from Lin ­ 
coln directly on the subject, but their 
concern has been shown in the effort* 
they have been making to obtain in- ’ 
formation in roundabout ways. 
There is good reason 
to believe, 
however, that the committee on ar 
rangements will have some definite 
line on Bryan's feelings tomorrow’, and 
then if things are cleared it is expect­ 
ed Parker w’ill be named. 
The anx­ 
iety that is being shown over Bryan’s 
attitude even on the temporary chair­ 
man, indicates pretty clearly that he 
is to be far from a negative quantity 
in the 1912 convention.

Dr. Clarence K. Vliet. who for years 
has been making a study of the neu­ 
rotic conditions of women 
suffering 
nervous troubles, caused by artificial 
stimulation, has increased 75 per cent. 
“ If women wish to keep their stand­ 
ing in the business world they must 
stop aping men’s dissipations, 
said 
Dr. Vliet. 
“They must stop working 
en the artificial stimulation of alcohol ( 
and tobacco. 
“ Women have always been fascinated 
by the freedom men enjoy, and to a 
certain extent copied their pleasures j 
and pastimes, but never have they j 
participated in their dissipations 
as 
they are doing. 
"The danger in this does not lie so ^ 
much with the woman at home as 
with the woman who goes into a busi­ 
ness and is continually out 
in 
the 
world. 
The home woman influences 
a certain restricted set; the one in 
the lousiness world influences by her 
example, hundreds of others. 
“ By the business woman I do not 
mean the stenographer and the sm all, 
salaried person. 
These cannot afford 
the dissipations that 
undermine

only the physique but the mind. 
I 
refer to the highly paid secretary, to ^ 
the woman who holds an executive 
position, to the women in many pro- j 
fessions who gained their positions by 
ability and a good fight. 
“ These women are of independent 
means. 
They no longer defer to the 
wishes of men as to their conduct, 
and, having taken a drink now and 
then for stimulation when tired, have 
fallen into the habit of drinking with 
luncheon. 
“This means the women who do this 
also drink with their dinners, for It is 
not an infrequent thing for women to J 
resort to the morning ‘bracer’ before 
breakfast. 
“ Smoking is another habit wom en' 
are getting into that is bad for them. 
if not from the moral, at least from 
the physical standpoint. The combina­ 
tion of smok'ng and drinking among 
women Is bound to result seriously.

The most hybrid word in the bing 
bch language, according to Prof. A. F.

2. mac, a Gaelic word for son, in 
common use as a prefix for genealog­ 
ical purposes; 
3. Adam, the representative in many 
European languages of the Hebrew 
name of the first man, according to 
the Mosaic account of the creation as 
given In the book of Genesis; 
4. ii (or ize), the modern English 
representative, through 
the 
French, 
leer, of the 
Greek 
verbal 
terminal 
lzeln; 
5. ing, the English suffix of the par­ 
ticiple present, verbal noun, etc. 
The root of this word “ macadam,'* 
Illustrates In another way the vitality 
of our English speech and its ability 
to draw new words into its vocabu­ 
lary whenever the need arises. 
The 
term “ macadam” is really the family 
name of the man, John Macadam, who 
j in 1819 devised the now common meth- 
! od of paving roads with small broken 
stones, etc. 
Celtic and Semitic had al­ 
ready combined to produce Macadam, 
meaning “ son of Adam,” which the 
English language then 
took up 
and 
further molded to suit 
its 
genius. 
There are many such hybrids, but this 
is probably the worst.

This apparatus it the latest invention of a German musician who worked 


on the problem for more than seven years and finally succeeded in construct­ 
ing one machine, which is a combination of a violin and a piano. 
Our picture 


shows the upper part which consists of three violins upside down and with 
the cords pointed outward. 
They are touched by a round bow. 
Only one 


cord is made to sound at a time and one has the Impression that a violin ex­ 
pert is playing on it. 
The combination of these two instruments la put in 


operation by electricity. 
By regulating the pneumatic pressure, the different 


notes are produced and the mechanism is led by a perforated roll, as In use 
by the player-pianos. 
The machine Is driven by a small motor.

atus can be used in five different ways. 
The piano can be played alone, the
